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OT only housing reformers, but also those who 
have learned to appreciate the beauty of 
many of the old rural cottages to be found 
in the English countryside, will commend the 

Government’s action in extending the provisions of 
the Housing (Rural Workers) Act, 1926, for a further 
period of five years. 

4This Act was passed in December, 1926, during Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain’s term of office as Minister of 
Health, with the object of securing improved housing 
conditions for agricultural labourers and other country 
workers. It was due to expire on October 1, 1931. 
Unlike previous State-assisted housing schemes which 
had provided subsidies for the construction of new 
dwellings, the Act of 1926 offered grants and loans to 
owners for the reconditioning of old cottages which 
might be brought up to modern standards of comfort 
and sanitation. The assistance was also to apply to 
buildings which might be satisfactorily converted into 
dwellings. The Act debarred landlords from receiving 
assistance for works of ordinary repair or upkeep, 
except in so far as these were in connection with more 
substantial works of reconstruction. The works con- 
templated are far-reaching and may be enumerated 
ander four main categories, as follows :— 

(a) Structural alteration or repair. 

(b) Addition, 7.e., the provision of extra accommoda- 
tion. 

(c) Water supply and drainage. 

(d) The provision of sanitary conveniences and other 
like works, including the introduction of gas and 
electricity. 

It should be noted that the estimated cost of the 
works to be executed has to be at least £50 in the case 
of one dwelling, or £100 in the case of works for the 
joint benefit of two or more dwellings. The grant 
must not exceed either two-thirds of the estimated 
cost of the works or the sum of £100 in respect of each 
dwelling. In normal cases the county councils ad- 
minister the Act, and receive from the Exchequer half 
the cost of paying the subsidy. Certain restrictions as 
to the occupation of assisted cottages and the rents to 
be charged for them are applicable for 20 years. 

When the Bill was originally before the House of 

Commons there were many criticisms of its provisions, 
chiefly on the ground that the terms were far too favour- 
able to landlords. Time has shown that the reverse 
is the case, and the obiter dicta of certain politicians 
who took part in the debates on the measure make 
interesting reading to-day. Actually, it has been 
difficult in the main to induce landlords to carry out 
improvements, and up to March 31, 1931, the number 
of dwellings in England and Wales on which work had 
been completed under the Act was only 3,377. From 
the point of view of sanitation and public health the 
opinion is widely held that the standard of rural housing 
is worse than the average standard in the towns. More- 
over, in recent years the whole rural problem has been 
greatly accentuated by the fact that town dwellers 
are occupying in ever-growing numbers small rural 
houses, especially those which are picturesque and 
situated in the more pleasant areas. Consequently, 
farm workers, who cannot possibly afford high rents, 
often live under terrible conditions of overcrowding, 
and the farmer frequently finds it impossible to house 
his employees near to his land. 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF RURAL COTTAGES 
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One very satisfactory feature of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
reconditioning scheme has been the service rendered 
by architects and others with the object of preserving 
the picturesque character and appearance of cottages, 
and also the amenities of the neighbourhood in which 
they are situated. As our readers are aware, the 
Council for the Preservation of Rural England, acting 
in co-operation with the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, has set up advisory panels covering all 
parts of England and Wales. These panels are prepared 
to give expert advice and guidance, free of charge, to 
owners and local authorities in regard to works under 
the Act, and also, it may be said, in connection with 
town-planning schemes. It should be realised that 
the beauty of the English countryside depends very 
largely on the general appropriateness of character of 
the buildings and especially of the materials used in 
their construction. The types of cottage vary very 
much in different localities and go far to give a special 
character to each district. Consequently, it is most 
desirable not merely to preserve the relatively small 
number of cottages which have an exceptionally high 
degree of architectural merit or special antiquarian 
interest, but also to save from spoliation or destruction 
the larger number of country cottages of the average 
local type. With reasonable skill and care much may 
be done to preserve and perpetuate the styles of cottage 
architecture which have come down to us from former 
times. 

As stated already, the operation of the Act has 
recently been extended until October 1, 1936, and it is 
anticipated that the experience already gained in the 
working of schemes will enable more rapid progress 
to be made in the future. Of the English counties, 
the county of Devon has probably been the most active 
in administering the Act. The county council has 
already dealt with some 800 applications for assistance, 
and the comparative success of the scheme in Devon 
is largely due to the fact that wide publicity has been 
given to the opportunities afforded by the Act. It is 
stated that attractive leaflets and pamphlets, suitably 
illustrated and setting out the main provisions of the 
scheme, have been circulated to sanitary authorities 
and district councillors, to all solicitors, architects, 
surveyors and estate agents in the county, to the chair- 
men of parish meetings, to all owners of bad property, 
and to women’s institutes, etc. The extension of the 
Act, however, does not remove the urgent necessity for 
pushing forward the construction of new cottages that 
will meet the requirements of the agricultural population. 
In that connection the passage through Parliament of 
Mr. Greenwood’s Housing (Rural Authorities) Bill, 
which enables additional assistance for house con- 
struction in agricultural parishes to be given to the 
poorer rural councils, is very timely. It cannot be 
questioned that there is urgent need for vigorous 
prosecution of all these powers, whether old or new, 
in almost every agricultural area in the country. In 
the deplorable insanitary cottages occupied by far too 
many rural workers to-day life in the true sense of the 
word is well-nigh impossible. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that both county and rural district councillors 
will seize the opportunity presented to them by the 
Government to bring about.a very marked improve- 

ment in rural housing conditions within the next two 
years.

No one is more desirous than 
‘Kingston ourselves to prevent the 
House,” destruction of any building 
ge gl of historic or -architectural 
interest, and on that ac- 
count, after seeing Captain Gaston’s 
communication in The Times _ of 
August 7, in which he suggested the pre- 
servation of ‘‘ Kingston House,” Leather- 
head, as a memorial of John Wesley, with 
whom it is associated, a representative of 
The Builder visited the building. It is 
quite true that the old house is “ ivy- 
mantled” (as stated), but this hides 
many defects. The porch is the only 
feature of interest, but it is so badly 
affected by dry rot that it is possible to 
poke one’s fingers through the columns. 
The front and back have been badly 
“botched up.” The structure generally 
has perished and is permeated with damp 
and thereisnodamp course. Inaddition, 
the floor joists are full of dry rot, which 
can be seen where the architect has had 
the floor boards removed for inspection. 
The interior has not one single feature of 
interest; the staircase is coarse and quite 
third rate. Perhaps the deal panelling in 
one room might be re-used. The fireplaces 
and mantels are Victorian, and the roof 
isin a bad state. Even if it were possible 
to restore the house, which we do not 
think it is, it would need endless atten- 
tion. In addition, it is totally unfit for 
adaptation to council offices, as has been 
suggested. Leatherhead Council have 
been well advised by their architect to 
demolish the house and rebuild. The 
principal object of the Council in pur- 
chasing the property of 13 acres was, 
we are informed, to control the develop- 
ment of the land.

A Circular, No. 1213, has been 
issued by the Ministry of Health (H.M. 
Stationery Offices, 1d. net), from which 
it will be seen that the Rural District 
Councils are required to transmit to 
the County Council a duplicate of any 


application made to the Committee. 


This step is necessary not only in view 
of the financial liability imposed on the 
County Council when houses are required 
for the accommodation of the agricultural 
population, but also in view of the County 
Council’s powers of making further 
contributions, and of the general respon- 


sibility for rural housing conditions 
accepted by the County Councils under 
Part IV of the. Housing Act, 1930. It 
is requested that the duplicate form, 
with the County Council’s observations, 
should be forwarded to the Secretary to 
the Committee at the New Public Offices, 
Whitehall, 8.W.1, with the least possible 
delay, in order that the Committee 
may be acquainted with the views of 
the County Council and the extent 
to which the County Council is prepared 
financially to assist the District Councils. 
The Ministry draws attention to the 
fact that applications for special assistance 
have, under the Act, to be made before 
November 30 next, but, as the provision 
of work for the unemployed members 
of the building trade during the coming 
winter is an important part of the 
scheme, Rural District Councils are 
urgently requested to make their applica- 
tions at the earliest possible date.

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2,750 new houses, with the necessary number 
of shops, and an agreement has been entered 
into with the Southern Railway Co. for the 
construction of a new station on the estate, 
which will be known as Stoneleigh Park, 
The lay-out of the estate will be under the 
supervision of Messrs. Duncan B. Gray & 
Partners. 


Housing at Dunstable. 


Last year the Corporation of Dunstable, 
Bedfordshire, acquired two estates for house- 
ing purposes—one at Chiltern-road and one 
at Watling-street. The lay out of the former 
provides for a total of 2135 houses, contracts 
for the erection of which were dealt with in 
two sections. The first section, comprising 
120 houses with roads and sewers to seive 
them, was commenced in September, 19.0, 
the contract being let to Messrs. G. Hotter 
and Son, Ltd., of Billingborough, Lincs., as 
a result of competitive tenders. Of the 120 
houses, 66 are of the non-parlour and 54 of 
the parlour type. Tenders were recently ob- 
tained for the second section, comprising 93: 
houses, and the same firm again submitted 
the lowest tender. The houses in the second 
section are all of the non-parlour type. The 
construction is 11 in. cavity walls, most of 
these being faced with local multi-coloured 
sandfaced bricks. There are a few blocks of 
four finished in roughcast, but the houses are 
mainly built in pairs. The roofs are covered 
with hand-made sand-faced tiles. Some tyyes. 
have double hung sash windows and others 
steel casements in wood surrounds. The con- 
tract for the second section of roads and sewers 
has been let to the Derby Road Construction 
Co. The council’s architect for the scheme is. 
Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd, F.R.I.B.A., M.T.P.L., of 
Cardiff and London.

International Aluminium Competition. 

At the beginning of this year, the European 
producers of aluminium organised a compe- 
tition in which prizes were offered for sugges- 
tions designed to develop the use of aluminium 
and its alloys. The committee of judges has 
now finished the examination of the entries, 
and the following prizes have been awarded : 
A prize of 25,000 French francs (approx'- 
mately £200) is awarded to Mr. Constantin 
Szmukler, Grenoble, France; and a second 
prize of 25,000 French francs has been divided 
equally between Dr. H. Hampel (Germany) 
and M. de Haes (Belgium) for two entrics 
relating to the use of aluminium in radiators 
for central heating systems.

Mass Building by Private Enterprise. 


Srr,—I would like to claim the hospitality 
of your columns to ventilate, and at the 
same time seek your correspondents’ views on, 
a particular aspect of the housing problem, 
which does not seem to have been considered 
since the War. 

I feel I can to some extent speak with 
authority on the housing problem, as I am 
more or less conversant with conditions in 
most of the principal cities in the British 
Isles, and I must confess that it is a matter 
of very great surprise to me, and to many 
others, 1 am sure, who will no doubt hold 
similar views, that but little attempt has 
been made to erect homes for the working 
classes by private enterprise. Two or three 
years after the War, when the nation was 
crying out for homes fit for heroes to live 
in, private enterprise promptly commenced 
building houses for the middle classes; that 
is, properties ranging anything from £650 to 
£2,000, and paid no heed whatsoever to 
artisan dwellings. It was left to the Councils 
to erect rows, or even cities, of small and, 
generally speaking, unsightly dwellings, which 
in the nr days were built more or less re- 
gardless of cost, and for which ratepayers 
were paying, and are still paying. In spite 
of the activities of the various Councils, many 
thousands of workmen were forced by pres- 
sure of circumstances to purchase houses, the 
repayments or rental values of which were 
far and away beyond their means. I think I 
can say without much fear of contradiction 
that there is an immediate demand in this 
country for many thousands of small dwell- 
ings at a reasonable cost, as evidenced by the 
long waiting list many Councils have for 
houses on their schemes. The vogue of build- 
ing the so-called middle class type of house 
seeems to be declining, even though the pro- 
cess may be slow, but surely there must be 
many building contractors of enterprise who 
are waiting for a lead to compete, as that is 
what it is, against the Councils, by putting 
up numbers of smal] houses in terraces to 
sell at £400, or even less. 

Several North-country builders are tacklin 
this problem already. They realise, as we all 
should, that the wage-earner should not have 
to pay more than one-quarter of his wages 
away in rent; therefore, if houses can be 
built to sell at, say, £375, upon which a 
number of building societies would no doubt 
be prepared to lend £350—provided they 
were supplied with suitable security—the re- 
payment would he about 12s. a week, to 
which should be added, say, 3s. for rates, 
and this total outgoing of 15s. should be 
within the compass of the average artisan. 

There are three main obstacles to be met— 
one being the Town Planning Act, the second 
the supply of suitable land, and the third 
the cost of the land. Negotiation might suc- 
ceed in solving the first-named. The second 
depends upon the individual requirements of 
the industries.in each centre. The third ob- 
stacle, namely, the cost of the land, is a 
very important item, and has a very great 
bearing on the selling prices of the houses, 
but, for contractors with sufficient backing, 
the solution would be to create a lease for 
99 years on each plot, and charge a ground 
rent, say, at the rate of 6 per cent. of the 
capital value of the plot, which*in many cases 
would only make a difference of about 1s. a 
week to the total outgoings paid by the 
purchaser, and, furthermore, ground rents are 
usually a readily realisable security. 

I do not think, however, there is much 
doubt that the building societies of this 
country, who after all are the chief if not 
the sole source of finance for building opera- 
tions, would welcome an opportunity of 
co-operating with builders for the purpose of 
providing homes for the class for whom they 
were originally intended. It is a social move 
of the first order, and it is the duty of all 
parties to supply suitable homes for “ the 
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masses,’’ and, incidentally, from the point of 
view of the building trade, there should be 
quite a reasonable profit to be derived from 
meeting this tremendous demand. 

It would be very interesting indeel to hear 
your correspondents’ views, Sir, on the 
subject.

‘* Party ’’ or ‘‘ External’’ Wall? 


S1r,—May I draw your attention to a diffi- 
culty which I feel sure a number of archi- 
tects and surveyors must find in regard to the 
various interpretations of the London Build- 
ing Act, 1930, especially when dealing with 
alterations and additions to old buildings 
when the adjoining buildings are of different 
heights and the settlement of Party Wall 
Awards? The various points of view appar- 
ently arise owing to Case Law definition of 
the words “party wall” being in conflict 
with the statutory definitions. 

Two of the leading cases on the definition 
of ‘‘ party wall’’ are Weston v. Arnold and 
Drury v. Army and Navy Supply. 

Weston v. Arnold was an action in 1872 
taken under the Bristol Improvement Act, 
1840, for the purpose of maintaining the 
plaintiff’s right to maintain an ancient win- 
dow, overlooking the defendant’s roof, in, 
what was claimed to be, an external wall. 

Drury v. The Army and Navy Supply was 
an action in 1896 under the London Building 
Act, 1894, shortly after the Act came into 
force, and the wall in question was what is 
now referred to in the 1930 Act, sec. 81, as a 
** division’ wall and not a ‘‘ party ”’ wall, 
which apparently was an error in Sect. 75 of 
the 1894 Act. I am informed that section 58 
was not referred to in the action where 
‘length,’ not ‘‘ height,” is the determining 
factor, and it is doubtful whether section 101 
was mentioned. Bearing in mind the fact 
that the decision was given in this case on the 
authority of Weston v. Arnold, it causes a 
doubt, in my mind as to whether or not sec- 
tion 101 of the 1894 Act (now section 127 of 
the 1930 Act) was inserted owing to the de- 
cision given in Weston v. Arnold. 

In the 1930 Act the misconception as re- 
gards ‘‘ party’’ and “‘ division’’ wall has 
been made clear by the addition of section 83. 

The query as to whether a wall is a “‘ party 
wall ” or ‘‘ external wall ”’ affects a building 
owner in the following ways :— 

1. The service of notices under Part IX. 

2. Openings under sect. 60. 

3. Building in of timbers, sect. 62 (3), and 
chases, sect. 66, 1 and 2. 

4. Parapets, sect. 65. 

5. Payment for further use, sect. 120 (3). 

Openings have been allowed to be made in 
party wall above the roofs of lower buildings, 
provided the bottom is 15in. above the roof 
level, thus treating the party wall as an ex- 
ternal wall from a height of 15in. above the 
level of the lowest roof. 

Ends of timbers and chases have been 
allowed to be made in Yin. walls although 
contrary to sect. 62 (3) and 66, 1 and 2, which 
will apparently prevent an adjoining owner 
exercising his rights to the further use of the 
upper portion of the wall under sect. 120 (3). 

In all these cases the wall must have been 


considered an external wall by the District 


Surveyor, a decision evidently arrived at to 
accord with result of Drury v. Army and 
Navy Supply. 

Under section 5 a ‘‘ party wall’’ need only 
form a part of a “‘ building ” (not buildings), 
it need not actually separate buildings, and 
it can be a party wall even if it is only ‘‘ con- 
structed ’? to separate buildings. In addition 
to the definition in sect. 5, there is a further 
definition in sect. 64, where the word 
“‘length’’ and not height is the determining 
factor. 

Therefore, in my opinion, a wall once it is 
constructed or used as a party wall in any 
portion of its length, 1s a party wall for its 
full height whether it separates buildings or 
not, otherwise a building owner could not 
exercise his rights under sect. 120, as the wall 
would not be a party wall but the sole pro- 
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perty of the adjoining owner. Further, the 
limitation of each owner’s liability for a party 
wall under the Act, to the use made of the 
party structures certainly implies that some 
portion, although actually a party wall, may 
not be so used by one of the parties at the 
moment. It adie. be practically impossible 
in most cases to carry up a party wall 15 in. 
above the roof of the highest building if the 
wall ceased to be a party wall 15 in. above 
the roof level of the lowest building. 

What preventive to the spread of fire would 
a 15in. parapet be if there was a window 
immediately overlooking the roof where the 
fire was happening? Why limit lantern lights, 
etc., as sect. 65, to a distance of 4 ft. from 
the party wall, if a window or door can be 
put 15in. above the roof of the adjoining 
premises ? 

In the interest and for the guidance of the 
profession generally, I trust you may be able 
to remove the doubts that exist on the ques- 
tion. When and to what extent is a wall a 
party wall? How long should two legal de- 
cisions given under entirely different Acts, 
one presumably a private Act not applicable 
to London even, which to a certain extent 
dominated the 1894 Act, be argued in the 
face of the 1930 Act? There should certainly 
be some unity in the opinions given by the 
District Surveyors. ALBERT FE. Butt.

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THE TERRACE HOUSES OF EDINBURGH—I 


By J. N. SUMMERSON. 


Wir his neat parallelogram of streets and 
squares, James Craig opened a new chapter 
in the architectural history of Edinburgh. 
Up to the middle of the 18th century the 
city was a mass of tall, gaunt tenements 
ranged along the ridge which joins Holy- 
rood House to the Castle Rock. House above 
house, with dark canyons between the win- 
dowed cliffs, the buildings grew in close and 
curious disorder, pressing up on either side 
of the long narrow High-street. Here the 
lords and commons of Scotland lived in 
comfortable squalor, sharing the same dirty 
staircases, gossiping in the murky wynds and 
stuffy pothouses below, presenting a social 
spectacle which for fascinating oddity is 
surely unique among the 18th century capi- 
tals of Europe. Into this network of wynds 
and closes classicism penetrated slowly, and 
when it did appear it was chiefly inside the 
drawing-rooms and parlours that it found a 
home. To bring the tall tenement blocks 
themselves within any sort of architectural 
system was out of the question, but doors 
and fireplaces could be tricked out in the 
best classical manner, ceilings could be en- 
riched with vigorous Roman-looking plaster- 
work, and windows could be so ordered that 
a Scottish gentleman, even when residing 
entirely on the fourth floor, might fancy 
himself the master of a piano nobile of 
strictly Palladian elevation. 

About the middle of the 18th century, 
however, it became obvious that this sort of 
thing could not go on indefinitely. The area 
round the High-street was getting ever more 
and more crowded, and with reviving pro- 
sperity and an increased feeling of public 
security people began to want better homes 
and a greater degree of independence from 
their neighbours. So the city fathers began 
to talk about a new town on the hill to the 
north. While they were talking, however, 
a builder called James Brown bought a piece 
of ground on the south and forthwith began 
to build two squares of small but excellent 
houses. The magistrates, who had refused 
the land when it was offered to them for 
£1,200, saw their mistake too late. They 
hastily offered Brown £2,000. He replied 
by asking £20,000. So the magistrates 
turned their faces northwards, threw the 
great North Bridge across the valley, and 
eet to work on the long regular streets 
delineated in the plans of James Craig. 
Brown began building his squares about 
1765. The smaller one, destroyed when 
Chambers-street was built, he named Brown- 
square; to the larger one, still existing, he 


gave the name of George, out of loyalty, not 
to the reigning sovereign, but to his elder 
brother George Brown. These squares had 
the inestimable advantage of being close to 
the old town, and the houses were very soon 
taken by some of the most important fami- 
lies in Edinburgh. 

George-square, or ‘‘ George’s-square,” as 
it was known in the 18th century, was begun 
in 1766. Arnot, writing in 1779, records 
that three sides of it were then complete. 
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taking shape. Craig’s standardised houses 
were rather insignificant, though a good 
deal neater than those of Mr. Brown. 
Prince’s-street and George-street were mean- 
looking on the whole, and moreover they 
did not let easily or soon, since nobody 
wanted to be the first to desert the cosy 
purlieus of the High-street for a bleak and 
desolate hillside cut off from immediate 
access to the familiar haunts of business 
and pleasure. However, after a year or two 
of hesitation, the New Town began to be 
discovered, and in an incredibly short space 
of time the whole social bias of the city 
had shifted to the new streets. As early

to be built. ‘“ They have,” he says, “a poor 
appearance and give a bad effect to the 
whole,” and he goes on to criticise the un- 
equal height of the houses and the materials, 
partly blue whin and partly freestone, ‘‘ put 
alternately in a chequered figure resembling 
the stuff that sailors’ shirts are made of, and 
having on the whole, a very bad effect.” 
The houses on the east and west (see 


page 257) sides, Lowever, he finds to 
be ‘‘ handsome buildings of good and 
regular height’’ (which they cannot 


possibly have been, even in his time), 
“of free polished stone.” To-day we find 
George-square charming because of its un- 
pretentious and amiable irregularity, and 
possibly even for the chequered walling 
which Arnot found so objectionable when it 
was new. Nevertheless, George-square was 
primarily a commercial speculation, and, on 
the whole, it looks it. 

Meanwhile, the lonely New Town was

as 1770 Adam was building Baron Orde’s 
house in Queen-street. In 1791, or a little 
sooner, he had designed Charlotte-square. 

Charlotte-square (Fig. 1) was the first archi- 
tectural triumph of the new Edinburgh. 
Here was something as good as the very 
best that London or Paris could show and 
far ahead of the melancholy little houses 
in George-street and Prince’s-street. Un- 
fortunately Robert Adam died in 1792, and 
his brother James two years later. Only 
the north side of the square with its ex- 
quisitely adjusted details and carefully de- 
signed end elevation, was completed from the 
Adams’ designs. The rest underwent a 
process of revision at the hands of Sir 
Robert Reid, whose clumsiness only just 
failed to spoil the entire composition. 

The magistrates seem to have been in- 
tensely proud of their first achievement in 
monumental terrace-architecture. Britton 
tells us that, during the erection of the 
east side of the square, “one gentleman, 
who had constructed a dwelling from the 
designs of another architect, was compelled 
to pull it down, and re-erect it according 
to the original design; although, in the 
opinion of competent judges, the front was 
much better than any of the adjacent build- 
ings.” The names of the offending modern- 
ist and his architect do not appear to be 
recorded. 

The Adams died and their manner with 
them. With the 19th century came a severer 
school to whom the embellishments of 
Charlotte-square were intolerable, chiefly 
because there was nothing at all like that 
in Athens; and Athens had been found to 
contain all the touchstones of architec- 
tonic perfection. The Greek phase ewed 
much of its enormous success north of the 
Border to the discovery of a possible analogy 
between Athens in the time of Pericles and 
Edinburgh in the 19th century. The idea 
was perhaps a little far-fetched, but the 
Age of Reason, always prone to broad 
generalisation, approved the title of Modern 
Athens, and the architects, who knew their 
Stuart and Revett, were not slow to pro- 
vide a setting worthy of such a beguiling 
self-deception. Many of the later squares, 
erescents and terraces were designed to fall 
in with prevailing ideas of this kind and 
although obviously of no great artistic 
calibre they are not without interest and, 
up to the time when the tradition col- 
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lapsed into mere commercialism, they con- 
tinue to display magnificent qualities as 
examples of civic planning and design. 
The greater part of Edinburgh’s monu- 
mental residential area was laid out between 
1300 and 1825. As each area was projected, 
designed and carried out, it was dignitied 
by the title of New Town, and the axial 
lines of each of the four New Towns which 
were actually brought to completion can 
be made out on a map of the city (Fig. 4). 
About 1815 the original New Town of James 
Craig was begun to be extended to the north 
by a district slightly smaller than the first, 
but similar in plan, the chief modifications 
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in the town-planning scheme for use as an 
excise office. The architectural character of 
this part of Edinburgh is largely due to the 
activities of William Henry Playfair, who 
jointly with Thomas Hamilton undertook the 
arduous réle of Ictinus in the pageant of 
Modern Athens. Playfair was not a very 
great architect. There is an immaturity 
about all his work which puts him in a 
category far below Hamilton. His handling 
of the orders always appears rather gauche 
beside Hamilton’s, and all through his work 
an almost pathetic uncertainty of aim makes 
itself felt. From the first he deliberately 
avoided the influence of the Adams; the tall

veing the substitution of a circus for a 
square on the west and the addition of a 
crescent on the east, as well as very shallow 
ineffective crescents to north and south, the 
latter introduced to avoid some difficulties 
connected with the acquisition of an ad- 
joing property. Between the first town 
and the second lies a long belt of enclosed 
gardens, 50 yards wide, laid out in 1822, 
with a sentimental regard for the amenities 
of rus in urbe and a pleasing desire to 
achieve by intimacy and variety a sutti- 
ciently romantic contradiction to the formal 
nature of the site. Next to the gardens on 
Calton-hill, laid out somewhat later, these 
are perhaps the finest gardens in Edin- 
burgh. That is saying much, for there 
is no city in Britain whose terrace-dwellers 
enjoy gardens comparable to those of Edin- 
burgh. Neither London nor Dublin con 
boast of anything approaching them either 
in seale or picturesqueness of lay-out. 

The axial street of the second New Town 
is Great King-street, which joins Royal-circus 
to Drummond-place where stood formerly 
Bellevue House built for General Scott bv 
James Craig, and subsequently incorporated 


houses at the east end of Royal Circus (about 
1822), with huge Ionic pilasters overtopping 
the roof-line, show him trying to cure Edin- 
burgh street architecture of its tendency to 
Adamesque frivolity. Later on we find him 
dabbling in mediwvalism on the one hand 
and Soanic formalism on the other. The Free 
Church College illustrates the one, the Royal 
Scottish Academy the other. The vast tower 
of St. Stephen’s shows him trying to make 
something new out of a combination of 
Gothic and Italian, while Royal Terrace is 
a positively desperate attempt to achieve 
something grand by sheer force of repetition. 
Nevertheless, Playfair had the ability to see 
things architecturally in a large way. His 
scheme for laying out the area between the 
Calton Hill and Leith would definitely have 
been among the major achievements of British 
town planning had it been completed. His 
report on the scheme, too, is full of sugges- 
tions indicating an imagination keenly alive 
to the possibilities presented in the economic 
solution of town-planning problems. 

The third New Town, westward of the 
first and begun about 1816, comprises Mel- 
ville-street and the adjoining area—streets of 
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small but very charming houses adhering in 
many respects to the Adam manner and deco- 
rated with pre.ty ironwork of the particular 
type used throughout Edinburgh in the 
early 19th century. There are two plain 
crescents and a delightful carrefour, called, 
for some strange reason, Melville-crescent. 
When Sir Gilbert Scott built his Gothic 
cathedral of St. Mary in 1879, he placed his 
east gable so as to form a closing feature to 
Melville-street. ‘The unusual effect of a 
street of classical houses leading up to a 
lofty Gothic fagade is very magnificent and 
a credit to Scott’s broadmindedness. Nine 
Gothic revivalists out of ten would deliber- 
ately have planned the cathedral on a diverg- 
ing axis in order to spite the street. 


In 1822, the Earl of Moray’s Edinburgh 
estate was begun to be laid out and the work 
fell into the heavy hands of James Gillespie 
Graham, an architect of little sensibility, 
whose posthumous reputation rests chiefly on 
a graceful Gothic spire which Welby Pugin 
designed for him but which usually passes 
under Gillespie's own name. The Moray 
estate was an enchanting site perched above 
the wooded banks of the Water of Leith and 
looking across to the village of Dean; but 
apparently the Earl was not interested in 
landscapes, and in spite of the obvious diffi- 
culties presented by a sloping site his archi- 
tect proceeded to lay out three of the most 
ponderous and sinister formal compositions 
which a prosaic and orthodox imagination 
could conceive. Moray-place (Fig. 2) 1s at 
least impressive in its huge Doric respecta- 
bility, but Randolph-crescent and Ainslie- 
place (Fig. 3) could scarcely be more 
devastatingly monotonous. The Earl reserved 
as his own residence one of the larger houses 
in Moray-place.

A Pre-Roman City. 

Preliminary excavations adjoining the 
Roman city of Verulamiun outside St. Albans 
have, it is reported. g.ven indications of a 
British or pre-Roman city. The main “ dig” 
under the direction of Dr. R. E. Mortimer 
Wheeler, Keeper of the London Museum, has 
now begun. Dr. Wheeler has informed a 
Press representative that the following pro- 
visional inferences coald be drawn from the 
preliminary work: The ancient city was 
on the higher ground to the west of the Roman 
city; it was abandoned before the military 
conquest A.D. 43; the early Roman city grew 
up on the lower slopes of the hili and in the 
neighbouring valley. T the most flourishing 
period a ribbon development took place along 
Watling-street, much as happens along a 
modern arterial road. Italian pottery has 
been found in the British city, showing that 
Roman trade penetrated as far inland as St. 
Albans before the Conquest.

PLATES. 
St. Matthew's, Muswell Hill. 


This church, to be erected undér the Bishop 
of London’s 45 churches schemes, is planned 
to seat 492 persons, with a wide nave and 
side aisles forming only gangways. The nave 
is treated with a trabeated system of columus 
and entablature, after the manner of the 
Church of the Nativity at Bethlehem and 
other derivative examples. The pillars carry 
an entablature on which is raised a concrete 
ribbed barrel roof, from which intermittent 
clerestory windows break out. The chancel 
is surmounted by a saucer dome, with a belfry 
stage over it. The dome is carried upon eight 
columns, with dosserets and abaci at tho 
same level as the entablature of the nave, 
and it is thought that the tower columns will 
not only serve to help the acoustics, but will 
add dignity to the building. There are tine 
instances of this treatment in England, as 
at Westwell, in Kent. Return ways, 
which are of great value for reverent worship 
at the Holy Communion, are provided. Over 
that on the south side is a music gallery for 
a women’s choir, and an organ space over 
the north. The mechanical parts of the organ 
will be housed over the vestry roof, raised for 
the purpose. The organ is reached by steps 
from the clergy vestry, and access to the 
women’s choir gallery is obtained by a vice 
leading also to the upper part of the tower. 
The chapel will accommodate 28, and is 
finished with an apse. It is approached from 
the south porch. The heating and organ- 
blowing chambers ave in an undercroft below 
the vestry, with an external approach. 

A sufficient narthex is provided at the west 
end, and a special door for the bier in the 


** Oakhurst,’’ Folkestone : 
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north-east porch, so that the bier can pass 
in and out without turning. There are four 
external doors and a separate entrance to the 
vestry, five in all. The type of design is 
specially adapted to economical construction, 
in which concrete would be largely used. The 
brickwork would be multi-coloured, with tile 
arches. The interior will be finished white. 
Roman tiles are proposed for covering the 


roofs. The estimated cost is £12,000. 
The architect is Mr. W. D. Carée, 
F.R.I1.B.A. 


‘¢ Oakhurst,’’ Folkestone. 

** Oakhurst,’’ a house erected at Folkestone 
for Miss Hannah Vestey, is built at the west 
end of the Leas, and faces south, with a view 
looking over Romney Marsh to Dungeness. 
The house is built with Messrs. Lawrence’s 
facing bricks, and roofed with Warner’s dark 
hand-made tiles. The oakwork throughout, 
including floors and the electric light 
candelabra, has been left in natural shade and 
waxed only. Messrs. T. T. Denne, Ltd., were 
the contractors, and the following is a list of 
the sub-contractors :—Edward Deane & Beal, 
hot-water engineers; F. J. Malpress, elec- 
trical engineers; Arthur Glover, fibrous 
plaster work; Watson Dennis, wrot-iron 
gates; George Wragge, Ltd., casements and 
leaded’ lights. Mr. Edgar Ranger ‘is the 
architect. 


New Municipal Offices, Singapore. 

The new Municipal Offices at Singapore are 
built on the site of the old offices and form 
an imposing block. The criginal design was 
prepared by Mr. 8. D. Meadows in 1925 and 
was exhibited in the Royal Academy of that 
year. Certain modifications have since been 
made, some of which are apparent from a 
comparison of photograph and plans The 
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Wrought-iron Gate to Garden. 
Mr. Epgar RanGer, Architect. 
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work has been carried out by Messrs. Perry 
& Co., of Bow, London, under the supervision 
of the Municipal Architect, Mr. A. Gordon, 
F.R.I.B.A. 


Extensions to Bristol 
Gallery. 


The recently-completed extension of the 
institution consists of a central hall known 
as the “ George Wills” Hall, flanked by 
long galleries with corridors at each end 
enabling visitors to complete a circuit of 
the old and new buildings, the whole being 
connected with the museum and lecture 
theatre. The galleries and corridors are 
separated from the ‘‘ George Wills” hall 
by arcading, consisting, on the ground floor, 
of a range of wide segmental arches sur- 
mounted by a Doric entablature, and super- 
imposed upon these in the plane of the first 
floor are semi-circular arches springing 
from duplicated marble shafts in the Doric 
order. These arches, together with te 
main columns of the Corinthian order, carry 
the main cornice and entablature, from 
which springs the segmental ceiling divided 
by fibrous plaster ribs into glazed panels 
which form the main lighting for the cen- 
tral hall. Above the main cornice sewmi- 
circular borrowed lights between the hall 
and corridors are placed centrally at the 
ends, and flanking these lights are figure 
groups representing the fine arts and tlie 
arts of architecture and engineering, whilst 
the arms of Bristol are represented in 
stained glass in these windows. The arms 
of Sir George Wills are placed in the 
centre at the northern end of the hail. 
Access to the first floor is obtained by means 
of marble stairs in the old Central Hall and 
also by a new stone and marble staircase 
in the new hall, whilst wide oak and walnut 
stairs give access to the top-lighted picture 
galleries which lead in turn to staircases 
connecting with the picture galleries in the 
old building. A musicians’ gallery is 
arranged to serve both the Winterstoke and 
George Wills Halls, and a new tea room 
is provided on the ground floor. A new 
entrance to the buildings has been con- 
structed from University-road, leading 
through a “crush space” on to the first 
floor level. A further block of buildings, 
comprising four floors, has been erected on 
the higher ground at the northern end of 
the site and utilised for stores, work rooms, 
print room and an art library. Basement 
storage is available under the whole of 
the extension. The ground-floor surface is

finished in terrazzo paving, whilst the 
surfaces of the upper. floors are in 
oak blocks. The extension gives ad- 


ditional floor space available for exhibits on 
the ground and first floors of some 12,500 
square feet, whilst the additional space 
available in the Picture Galleries for hang- 
ing purposes is nearly 8,000 feet super. 

The architects for the extension (who 
also designed the building given by Lord 
Winterstoke in 1905) are Messrs. Frank W. 
Wills and Sons. The general contractors 
are Messrs. Wm. Cowlin and Son, Ltd. 
Amongst the sub-contractors are:—Heating, 
hot water and ventilation—G. N. Haden and 
Sons, Ltd.; plumbing—G. F. Tuckey; 
terrazzo flooring—-The Bristol Marble

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INGHAM INFIRMARY COMPETITION, 
SOUTH SHIELDS 


Or all types of competition met with, per- 
haps the most difficult to both assessor and 
competitors is that in which the scheme 
comprises an extension of and alteration to 
an existing building, and it is into this cate- 
gory which the competition under review 
falls. The competition, of which Mr. 
George Reavell, F.R.I.B.A., was assessor, 
was limited to members of the Northern 
Architectural Association. Fifteen designs 
were recejved—not a very big response—but, 
possibly, many were deterred from entering 
by the above-mentioned difficulties. 

The existing hospital, built in sections 
during the past fifty years, comprises accom- 
modation for 126 beds, with the usual kit- 
chen, operating, outpatients’, etc., depart- 
ments, and the promoters called for an 
addition of 50 beds, including ten paying 
patients, a reconstruction of or a new 
operating theatre, new outpatients’, electri- 
cal and casualty departments, with the neces- 
sary extensions and alterations to the kit- 
chens, nurses’ home, etc, Competitors were 
also asked to plan, in outline only, further 
ward blocks, which they considered could 
suitably be added in the future to their 
schemes, 

The site provided at the west end of the 
existing building was ample for the accom- 
modation required, but competitors were 
prohibited from designing a symmetrically 
balanced scheme by the restriction that no 
building had to be erected on the south-east 
front of the existing hospital. No doubt the 
promoters have a very good reason for this 
restriction, which was not communicated to 
competitors. 

The conditions very clearly laid down the 
accommodation required, but we might ven- 
ture a criticism jn. regard to the future 
ward blocks, no indication being given to 
competitors as to what it was desired the 
ultimate. accommodation of the hospital 
should be. This produced a very difficult 
problem, as, obviously,.the smaller the 
future extension a competitor allowed for, 
the more open and spacious would be the 
lay-out of the extensions to be built imme- 
diately. 

Before passing to a general review of the 
designs it is of interest to note that compe- 
titors were given no option as to the placing 
of the sanitary towers, which had to be at 
the outside end of the wards, a very contro- 
versial point among hospital experts; no 
lead was given as to whether or not paying 
patients had to be accommodated in a 
separate unit, and the figure of £47,500 was 
given as the promoters’ view of the total 
expenditure. 

Messrs. Cackett, Burns Dick and MacKel- 
lar, Newcastle, who were awarded the first 
premium, have produced a very admirable 
scheme, with all new wards upon the south 
side of the main corridor. The outpatients’, 
electrical and casualty departments are 
planned in a compact one-story block to the 
north side of the main corridor, and the 
existing operating theatre upon the ground 
floor is extended and completely recon- 
structed. A new laundry is provided in the 
old outpatients’ building, as suggested in the 
conditions, and the existing administration 
department, kitchens and nurses’ home, are 
all extended, reconstructed and brought up 
to date. The whole scheme forms a very ex- 
cellent and easily worked solution of the 
problem, and with the exception that the 
ward blocks are not symmetrically balanced 
about the administrative centre, which was 
precluded by the conditions, it will, when 
complete, form a most up-to-date institution. 

The second premiated design, by Messrs. 
Wm. and T. R. Milburn, of Sunder- 
land, follows with very minor excep- 
tions the lines of the first premiated 
design. The chief points of difference 
lie in the operating unit, which is a new 
building situated upon the first floor, with 
the provision for the future addition of a 


second theatre and the more spacious 
planning of the casualty department, which 
incorporates the existing operating theatre, 


Messrs. Dryden and Shaw, of Newcastle, 
obtain the third premium with a design 
again very similar in general outline to the 
first premiated design, with the exception 
that one of the future ward blocks is on the 
north side of the main corridor. The de- 
tailed planning of the various departments 
is not so good as in the first and second 
designs. The service from the kitchen to 
the main corridor through a 4 ft. wide pas- 
sage would be rather congested. 


Among the unplaced designs, No. 7 is a 
well-presented scheme, which provides the 


_ outpatients’ department on a lower ground 


floor on the south front. The communica- 
tion for inpatients to the electrical depart- 
ment is unnecessarily complicated by 
descending from the ward floor and then 
ascending a second flight of stairs to reach 
this department over the outpatients’ block. 
In No. 2, Messrs. T. A. Page and Sons, of 
South Shields, have also a very finely pre- 
sented scheme, with the outpatients situated 
similarly to No. 7. The two future ward 
blocks are on the north side of the main 
corridor, and would, when erected, interfere 
with the lighting to the operating theatre. 
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No. 1 shows a very ingenious arrange. 


ment of the outpatients’ department, 
situated upon the lower ground floor, at the 
west end of the main corridor. It is 
approached by a through road, linking up 
the two roads on the north and south 
boundaries of the site. ‘This scheme has 
many good points. : 

No 13 approaches the outpatients’ depart. 
ment by steps and a sloping way rising 8 ft. 
in a very short distance. This proved to bk 
one of the difficulties met with in placing 
this department south of the main corridor, 

No. 14, by Mr. R. H. Morton, of South 
Shields, has a separate self-contained unit 
for the paying patients, an arrangement 
followed by two or three of the other com. 
petitors, but not by any of the premiated 
designs. os Oe 

As previously mentioned, no indication 
was given in the conditions as to the pro- 
moters’ wishes upon this point, but though 
the method is more costly to administer, the 
paying patients are undoubtedly better kept 
out of the large ward units, 

Generally speaking, no specially new 
features in hospital planning have been 
produced by the competition, which no 
doubt is largely due to the difficulties 
encountered in extending an existing build- 
ing, but the promoters are to ‘be congratu- 
lated upon obtaining a very sound and 
workable solution to the problem set to 
competitors.

THE NEW FORM OF BUILDING CONTRACT: 
EXPLAINED AND ANNOTATED.— XI

THE CONDITIONS—(continued). 
Clause 15, Sub-contractors (continued). 


Payments. 

PayMENT, less only cash discount of 23 
per cent., is to be made by the contractor to 
the nominated sub-contractor within 14 days 
of the receipt by the contractor of the archi- 
tect’s certificate which includes the value of 
the sub-contractors’ work. By clause 15(b) 
the architect can call upon the contractor to 
give him reasonable proof that all nominated 
sub-contractors’ accounts included in pre- 
vious certificates have been duly discharged 
failing which the employer may, on a cer- 
tificate of the contractor, pay the sub-con- 
tractor direct, and deduct the amount paid 
by him from any sums due to the contractor, 
but if such action on the part of the employer 
is necessary no privity of contract arises 
thereon between the employer and the sub- 
contractor, which would appear to be equit- 
able. It must not be overlooked that 
although the general contractor has, in build- 
ing contracts, the greater burden to bear, and 
is responsible for the sub-contractor’s obliga- 
tions, nevertheless the sub-contractor must 
receive some measure of protection in case of 
non-payment of monies due to him by the 
contractor. And on these matters the ques- 
tion always is, who is to have the greatest 
protection, (a) the general contractor, or (b) 
the sub-contractor, The law and custom are 
generally in favour of giving protection to the 
one who is likely to suffer most. 

It will be remembered that one of the 
objections to the 1928 Form of Building Con- 
tract (by the Builders’ Merchants’ Alliance, 
Ltd.) was, that a sub-contractor had to enter 
into a sub-contract one of the terms of which 
was, that no money should be due to him 
from the contractor, until the contractor had 
himself. been paid for the sub-contractors’ 
work, etc., by the employer. 

The provision above referred to, that no 
privity of contract is created between em- 
ployer and sub-contractor is merely in accor- 
dance with settled law. 

In Hampton v. Glamory; n County: Council 
(1916) 33 T.L.R. 58 H.L., it was clearly 
enunciated that the general contractor does 


not contract with sub-contractors as agent 
only of the building owner; and that the 
fact that an item is a prime cost item, 
and a sum is provisionally allowed for 
it in a building contract, does not show, 
prima Sages that the building owner is 
responsible for payment of that amount, and 
there is no difference of principle as between 
a prime cost item and any other item, in 
respect of which one person is to find and 
supply goods for the benefit of another, which 
makes it any more or less likely that there is 
a contract between the person who supplies 
the goods and the person who ultimately 
enjoys the benefit of the goods. In the case 
referred to, by a contract between the defen- 
dants (a county council) and a builder, it 
was provided that the latter would, for a 
lump sum, build a school for the defendants. 
The specification and bills of quantities pro- 
vided for certain ‘‘ prime cost’ items, and 
provisional sums were also provided for heat- 
ing apparatus. The defendants’ architect 
wrote to the builder requesting him to accept 
the plaintiffs’ tender for the heating 
apparatus. The builder wrote to the plaintiff 
that the latter’s scheme had been approved 
by the architect, and asking for details. The 
plaintiff replied thanking the builder for 


_accepting his estimates, promising to let him 


have full details, and then proceeded with 
the work. The architect refused to certify a 
payment to plaintiff on account, but it was 
paid by the builder; subsequently the builder 
could not pay the balance finally due to the 
plaintiff, and plaintiff brought an action 
against the defendants to recover. It was 
held that the contract for the heating was 
not between the sub-contractor and the 
County Council, but between the former and 
the general: contractor, and that the defen- 
dants were not liable. 

Clause 15 (c) speaks for itself; we therefore 
give it in full :-— 

‘* Should the architect desire to secure pay- 
ment to any nominated sub-contractor before 
final payment is due to the contractor and the 
sub-contractor has satisfactorily indemnified 
the contractor against any latent defects then 
the architect may in a certificate under clause 
25 hereof (that is the certificate and payments

clause) include an amount to cover the said 
final payment and upon payment thereof to 
the sub-contractor the contractor shall be dis- 
charged from all liability for the work or 
materials covercd thereby save for such latent

Ii would be well if a form of sub-contract 
were prepared and settled now, based on, 
and to go with, the new general form of con- 
tract we are discussing.

1. A reference to the principal or gereral 
contract and to the inclusion of its terms in, 
and general application to, the sub-contract. 
2. The description of the work to be 
executed, and the method of execution; pay- 
ment, and payment for eatras. 
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3. Access to works. 

4. Copies of estimates, these copies to be 
supplied by sub-contractor. 

5. Bills of quantities, to be supplied to the 
sub-contractor by the general contractor. 

6. That there shall be no sub-letting by 
sub-contractor without consent of gencral 
contractor. 

7. That the sub-contractor shall have the 
benefit of the insurances effected by the 
general contract pro rata. 

8. Date of completion. 

9. Provision for recovery of damages for 
non-completion. 

10. Arrangements for mode of payment 
and provision for default, or non payment, 
by the general contractor. 

11. That the sub-contractor shall indemnify 
the general contractor in respect of work- 
men’s compensation, damage to property, 
persons or things, etc. 

12. Provision for arbitration in case of 
dispute.

RENT RESTRICTION ACTS 


REPORT OF THE INTER-DEPART- 
MENTAL COMMITTEE. 


THE Committee appointed on October 24, 
1950, to “‘ inquire into and report upon the 
present working of the Rent Restriction 
Acts, excluding the special provisions 
relating to agricultural cottages,’ has 
issued a unanimous Report, save for one 
dissentient member, and it is a document 
requiring careful consideration, being based 
as it is to a large extent upon.a review of 
the whole housing position. The Report 
opens with a brief historical sketch relating 
to the evolution of the Acts with a state- 
ment of the present law, but then follows 
the keynote of the -Report, a statistical 
review of the housing position as regards 
houses now controlled and the number of 
houses already decontrolled in the three 
categories represented by the three stages of 
legislation, the Act of 1915, the Act of 1919, 
and the Act of 1923, which respectively 
fixed the limits of rent or rateable value in 
London at £35 and elsewhere £26, £70 in 
London and elsewhere £52, and finally 
raised the limit to £105 in London and £78 
elsewhere. We are omitting the references 
in the whole Report to Scotland. 


The Housing Position. 


The Report starts with the assumption 
that the total number of houses in England 
and Wales is about 9 millions—7} millions 
pre-war and 14 millions post-war, and that 
of the pre-war houses about 64 millions 
still remain controlled. In the highest 
range of houses brought within control, it 
is assumed that almost all the houses have 
been decontrolled, but it is estimated that 
under the Act of 1920 and the Act of 1919 
the number of pre-war houses is about 
850,000, of which more than 300,000 have 
been decontrolled, but in the lowest range 
of houses, viz., those under the Act of 1915, 
it is estimated that the number of pre-war 
houses is about 6} millions, of which about 
three-quarters of a million have been decon- 
trolled. The exact figure appears to be 
820,000. 

The number of new houses in each of the 
above classes is put at 40,000 in the 1920 
category, 314,000 in that of 1919, whilst in 
the lowest 1915 category the number 1s 
1,306,000 (being 582,500 municipal built and 
723,500 by private enterprise). From the 
above figures and the evidence given before 
them, the Committee arrive at the conclu- 
sion that about one-eighth of the working- 
class houses have become decontrolled, and 
they further say that from the evidence 
derived from the Ministry of Labour, it 
appears that the decontrolled rents for such 
houses on an average are 35 to 40 per cent. 
above the controlled rents, taken at 50 per 
cent, increase permitted plus rates, including 
rates in both cases. To follow the Report it 
is necessary to refer to the compounding 


limits, i.e., the limits within which it is 
open to the local authorities to resolve that 
the owners shall be liable for the rates, 
that is, a rateable value of £20 in London, 
£16 5s. in Liverpouvl and £13 in the pro- 
vinces, and of the above 820,000 houses in 
the third (1915) class, it is estimated that 
625,000 are within the compounding limits. 
The Report then states that in England and 
Wales since the war, from public and 
private resources, more than £1,000,000,000 
has been spent on building more than one 
and a half million houses, a record never 
equalled elsewhere, but states that this 
large number of new houses has not had 
the effect that might have been anticipated 
in improving the condition of the poorest 
workers for two principal reasons, The 
first is the increase in working-class 
families and the second because those who 
could afford higher-rented houses have not 
moved up to the extent that was antici- 
pated. The population is estimated (in the 
absence of the new census figures) to have 
increased by about two millions in the past 
ten years and the one and a half million 
houses should accommodate six million 
people, which shows a surplus of accom- 
modation for four million persons. But the 
Report states that this surplus is more 
apparent than real, owing in part to the 
fact that the number of separate working- 
class families has increased at a faster rate 
than the total population, and also to the 
fact that only about one-third of the new 
houses are to be let. ‘The only accommoda- 
tion to be let, the Report states, consists of 
the 600,000 new municipal houses, which 
renresent 10 per cent. of the five or six 
million houses rented by working-class 
families. 

‘It is upon this evidence very briefly 
stated that the first recommendation of the 
Committee is based that the third class of 
houses should remain controlled and, 
further, that they should not be subject to 
the provisions of the Act of 1923 relating 
to decontrol. But it has to be noted that 
this class of house is not to be defined by 
reference to the Act of 1915, but is limited 
to such houses as are subject to the com- 
pounding limits, that is, houses of a rate- 
able or yearly value of £20 in the Metro- 
politan Police District and of £13 in the 
rest of England and Wales. 

In the class above that, called Class B, a 
different rateable value is given to that 
attached by the 1919 Act, viz., in the Metro- 


‘politan Police area over £20 but less than 


€45, and in the rest of England over £13 
but less than £35, and in this grade control 
will be continued, but the houses will be 
subject to decontrol under the provisions 
of the 1923 Act. Above that limit it is re- 
commended that all houses shall be decon- 
trolled. 

As regards mortgages, it is recommended 
that they shall be controlled as long as the

houses remain controlled but, if the re 
commendation is adopted that all the houses 
in the highest class should be decontrolled, 
it is recommended that the provisions re- 
lating to mortgages should remain in force 
for six months after the date fixed for de- 
control. 

At present, so far as we understand the 
law, the Act applies to mortgages even on 
houses though they have hecome decontrolled 
by virtue of the provisions contained in the 
Act of 1923, for section 12, sub-section 4 of 
the Act of 1920 applies to every mortgage 
‘‘ where the mortgaged property consists of, 
or comprises, one or more dwelling houses 
to which this Act applies or any interest 
therein,” and sub-section (6) provides 
“Where this Act has become applicable to 
any dwelling house or any mortgage there- 
on, it shall continue to apply thereto 
whether or not the dwelling house continues 
to be one to which this Act applies.” 


Repairs. 

''he Committee give careful consideration 
to the question whether any changes should 
be made in the permitted increases of rent, 
but suggest no change, although they recom- 
mend that pressure should be brought upon 
landlords to carry out necessary repairs. 
In connection with repairs there is one 
statement on page 35 which appears to us 
open to question. The Report states that 
under the Rent Acts the strictest standard 
of repair is required, viz., “‘ good and tenant- 
able repair ’’ (see section 2 (5) of the Rent 
Act, 1920), and ‘that this wording, as in- 
terpreted by the Courts, appears to require 
decoration where it would be usual and cus- 
tomary,’”’ and in a note the cases of Proudfoot 
v. Hart (1925, Q.B.D. 42) and Anstruther- 
Gough and Calthorpe v. MacOscar (1924, 
1 K.B. 716) are referred to. In neither of 
those cases does it appear that that was the 
effect of the direct decision, although in 
Proudfoot v. Hart there may have been a 
dictum to that effect. In the text books, 
however, that case is cited as an authority, 
that a tenant is not bound under such a 
covenant-to-repair to do anything in the 
nature of mere decoration. A good deal 
would seem to depend on what is intended 
by the expression ‘decoration,’ but it 
seems doubtful if the liability can extend 


‘to anything beyond an operation necessary 


for the sanitary use of the dwelling house. 


Possession. 


The Committee did not recommend an 
alteration of the definition of alternative 
accommodation, as they considered, if their 
recommendation was followed that Class C 
houses should no further be decontrolled, 
that the supply of such houses under con- 
trol would be maintained. They intimated, 
however, that it should be extended speci- 
fically to include a house provided by the 
local authority and (if the conditions as 
to security of tenure are satisfied) a house 
which, though not actually provided by 
the local authority, is certified by that 
authority to be similar in accommodation 
and rent to the houses so provided. Tn 
regard to this recommendation, without see- 
ing the evidence on which it was based, it 
would appear almost unnecessary for. 
under the existing law, all that the court 
has to be satisfied as to is that ‘“* alterna- 
tive accommodation is available which is 
reasonably suitable to the needs of the 
tenant and iis family,” ete., and we should 
have thought that subsidised houses of the 
local authority would be the first to be 
taken into consideration. A practical sug- 
gestion, however, is made that the defini- 
tion. of alternative accommodation should 
be enlarged so as to include accommodation 
which the: court is satisfied will be avail- 
able when the order for possession ‘becomes 
effective, instead of proof of availability 
at the time the application for possession is 
made. 

Seeing that the recommendations in the 
Report contemplate absolute control being 
continued in respect of that class of pro- 
perty which has proved the greatest obstruc- 
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tion to development schemes, we regret 
they did give effect to a course which com- 
mended itself to them of including in the 
list of reasons for requiring possession the 
intention of carrying out housing, industrial 
and commercial developments, especially 
having regard to the very narrow construc- 
tion placed by the court in one of the very 
few cases reported on the words in sec- 
tion 4 (1) fe) in the Act of 1923 “or for 
any purpose which, in the opinion of the 
Court, is in the public interest ” (See Gooch 
v. Stratman, The Builder, June 10, 1927). 
The Committee did not take that course 
because they thought it preferable not to 
extend the present list of reasons for ob- 
taining possession, but recommended that 
the law should be simplified so as to pro- 
vide that wherever alternative accommoda- 
tion is available, the landlord shall be en- 
titled to apply for possession, subject to 
the discretion of the Court to consider the 
reasonable character of the application, 
having regard to the circumstances of both 
landlord and tenant, but we imagine legis- 
lation on these lines would be more diffi- 
cult to obtain. 

With one recommendation, however, we 
are in entire agreement, viz., that where 
an owner requires possession of a dwelling- 
house as a residence for himself or for a 
son or daughter over 18, the enlarged powers 
granted under the Prevention of Eviction 
Act, where the purchase of the house was 
made before May 5, 1924, should be extended 
to include purchases made up to the date 
of this Report. 


Furnished Rooms. 

As regards the letting of furnished rooms 
the Committee make no recommendation, 
but they consider that the position may be 
considerably eased by the decision of the 
Court of Appeal in Fordree v. Barrell, a case 
which will be found noted in our issue for 
July 31. 


Sub-letting Unfurnished Rooms. 

As regards sub-letting of unfurnished 
rooms the Committee make four recom- 
mendations: (1) In the case of extortionate 
charging by a statutory tenant the landlord 
shall have the right to apply for possession ; 
(2) statutory tenants to notify landlords if 


they are sub-letting; (3) penalties in certain . 


cases for extortionate charges to sub-tenants, 
i.e., where an apportionment of rent has 
been made; (4) power should be given to 
local authorities to set up committees to give 
information and advice. 


Decontrol. 

Among the “minor amendments” sug- 
gested there is one which appears to us of 
the greatest importance in connection with 
section 2 (1) of the Act of 1923, a section 
which has caused the greatest difficulty in 
interpretation to the Courts. The Report 
states that, if the recommendations of the 
majority are accepted, that section must be 
amended, and as the existing language 
employed in the section is ambiguous the 
opportunity should be taken to remove this 
ambiguity. It is suggested, where a 
dwelling-house as a whole is in Class A but 
contains one or more subsidiary dwelling- 
houses in Class B or Class C, that decontrol 
of such a subsidiary house or houses shall 
follow when either the tenant of the whole 
house or the landlord of the whole house 
obtains vacant possession of the subsidiary 
house or houses, but that where a dwelling- 
house considered as a whole is in Class B 
but contains one or more dwelling-houses in 
Class C, decontrol of such subsidiary house 
or houses shall follow only when the landlord 
of the whole house comes into possession 
thereof, but that it should be made clear 
that in no circumstances should there be 
decontrol where a person who is himself a 
statutory tenant of a dwelling-house which 
contains a subsidiary house comes into 
possession cf that subsidiary house. 


Private Enterprise. 
This is only a brief notice of some of the 
recommendations contained in the Report, 
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but we must conclude with one word on the 
subject of private enterprise. The Report 
truly points out at page 24 that private 
enterprise as regards the building of houses 
to be let has in the local authority a sub- 
sidised competitor. But, apart from munici- 
pal competition, it must be remembered 
that the ordinary builder sells as quickly as 
possible in order to free his capital, and if 
the house he builds.is to be let some investor 
must be available who is willing to hold as 
a permanent investment. Before the war 
this function was performed by the private 
investor, but it is now performed by building 
societies. Thus, the Report states, it 
appears that in present circumstances the 
contribution of private enterprise will be 
mainly confined to building houses for sale. 
On this statement of fact we can make no 
comment, but we may point out that the 
cause of private persons ceasing to be land- 
lords is not the war directly, but simply 
Rent Restriction, which rendered house 
property to let an impossible investment. 
But is this a desirable condition of affairs? 
Is it to the advantage of the nation that the 
working classes desiring to rent houses 
should have to look solely to subsidised 
municipal dwellings and that private enter- 
prise which has proved itself so capable in 
the past in housing matters should have 
been legislated out of the field ° 





Since the above article was written the 
Minister of Health has announced that it is 
the intention of the Government to be ‘on 
the safe side’? and to extend the existing 
Acts under the Expiring Laws Continuance 
Act, but he is not reported as having replied 
to a further question put to him in the 
House as to whether this meant that the 
Government did not propose to take into con- 
sideration, so far as early legislation was 
concerned, any of the recommendations of 
the Committee. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The report points out that when restric- 
tions were first imposed they were imposed 
by no means exclusively for the protection of 
the working classes. They were a war 
measure designed to protect tenants from in- 
creases of rent owing to the temporary stop- 
page of building during the war. The restric- 
tions were not confined to working-class 
houses, but applied to all houses below certain 
limits of rent or rateable value, and applied 
to approximately 85 per cent. of all the dwell- 
ing-houses in Great Britain. The later Acts 
of 1919 and 1920 extended control to the 
higher-rented categories of houses until about 
98 per cent. of all the houses in the country 
were brought within the limits. Since then 
a decade has passed, and, except for the Act 
of 1923, which introduced decontrol of indi- 
vidual houses in certain circumstances, con- 
trol has been maintained for all classes of 
houses on the ground, presumably, that the 
shortage of houses for all classes still con- 
tinued, and that the removal of control might 
mean the widespread exaction of scarcity 
rents. 

The Committee state that their main con- 
clusions flow from the premise that decontrol 
of any class of house is dependent on whether 
the shortage in that class eitner has been or 
is being rapidly overtaken. ‘‘ We are aware 
[they state] that many hold the opposite view, 
that contro] is itself largely the cause of 
shortage and that the quickest way to cure 
the shortage is to remove control. Before 
the great expansion of building by private 
enterprise, the view was held that the con- 
tinuance of control had a psychological effect 
in deterring the private person from invest- 
ment in house property. This view can no 
longer be sustained, at any rate so far as 
th» owner-occupier is concerned, and the 
present point of view of those who consider 
that control is harmfu] to house production 
is rather that it hampers the play of economic 
forces. It is argued that the housing shortage 
will never be completely met until the removal 
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of control allows all rents to attain their 
proper economic level. The supporters of this 
view admit that there would probably be an 
intervening period followirg general dezontro] 
when rents would rise for a time above their 
ultimate level, but it is this rise which they 
think would be the stimulus which would 
bring back the private investor who looks for 
a return on capital invested in property which 
is let. 

‘We think it desirable to set out this 
point of view at some length, for it is shared 
by many and is, in our opinion, largely mis. 
taken. Historically, shortage or fear of 
shortage preceded control; but apart from 
this it is difficult to see why the increased 
production which the argument postulates 
would in fact follow decontrol. Private enter. 
prise is already building at an unprecedenied 
rate for owner-occupiers, and there is no lack 
of money for investment in the building 
societies. Until this market is saturated, 
private enterprise is not likely to return to 
the building and financing of houses to let, 
at least at rents within the means of working- 
class tenants, the majority of whom are not 
in a position to pay a larger proportion of 
their income in rent than they pav at present. 


Moreover, decontro] would clearly not stimu- 


late any further municipal building. 

‘*For these reasons, whatever may have 
been the case in the past, we do not con- 
sider that to-day the artificial restriction of 
rent is preventing the erection of new houses 
on any appreciable scale. If we are right, 
the case fer decontrol, regardless of the 
housing shortage, must rest on broad grounds 
of social justice as between the owners and 
the tenants. It was, in effect, the owners’ 
contention that restrictions on the owners 
had been in force for 16 years already and 
that, although decontrol might cause some 
hardship to working-class tenants, it would 
cause greater hardshiv to the owners to con- 
tinue control for a further period. We are 
anable to accept this view. At the same 
time we fully appreciate that, in imposing 
control] on those who own or have invested 
their money in house property, Parliament is 
imposing on one section of property owners 
restrictions which it is imposing on no other ; 
and, whenever restrictions of this kind are 
imposed in the general interest, cases of great 
hardship among the class controlled are bound 
to occur, We are, therefore, of the opinion 
that the restrictions should at once be lifted 
from any class of property as soon as it can 
be shown that they are no longer needed in 
the general interest. We have given our 
reasons for thinking that this position has 
been reached in the moro expensive houses 
the immediate decontroi of which we have 
accordingly recommen.led.”’ 


Following is a summary of the Committee’s 
recommendations :— 

1. Class A houses to be decontrolled. 

(Para. 41.) 

Class B houses to continue to be sub- 
ject to the decontrolling provisions 
of the Act of 1923. (Para. 43.) 

Class C houses to cease to be subject 
to the decontrolling provisions of the 
Act of 1923. (Paras. 44-49.) 

2. The Committee recommend that the 
limits of these classes shall be defined by 
reference to rateable values at April 1, 1931, 
for England and Wales, and yearly value in 
the Valuation Roll for 1931-1932 for Scotland. 
The limits of rateable value* or yearly value 
which they suggest are :— 


Class A houses— 


In the Metropolitan Police District £45 
or over. 

In the rest of England and Wales, £35 
or over. 

In Scotland, £45 or over. 

Class B houses— 

In the Metropolitan Police District, over 

£20 but less than £45. 





* The approximately corresponding current con- 
trolled weekly rents (inclusive of rates) are given in 
the. paragraph referred to and in the tables in the 
appendix, 
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In the rest of England and Wales, over 
£13 but less than £35. 
a Sones over £26 5s. but less than 
Class C houses— 
In the Metropolitan Police District, £20 


or under, 

In the rest of England and Wales, £13 
or under, 

In Scotland, £26 5s. or under. (Paras. 
41.49.) 


3. Mortgages.—Mortgages should remain 
controlled so long as the mortgaged proper- 
ties are controlled. ( Para. 52.) The provi- 
sions of the Acts relating to mortgages on 
Class A houses should remain in force for six 
months after the date for decontrol of houses 
in this class. (Para. 53.) 

4. Public houses should be decontrolled. 
(Para. 106.) 

5. The permitted increase of rent and the 
enforcement of repairs. The Committee do 
not recommend any alteration in the per- 
mitted increase of rent, but they make cer- 
tain proposals designed to secure that tenants 
are made aware of their right to have their 
houses kept in proper repair. (Para, 71.) 

6. Alternative Accommodation.—(a) The 
definition of alternative accommodation should 
be extended so as to include :— 

(i) A house provided by the local 
authority ; 

(ii) If the conditions as to security of 
tenure are satisfied, a house which, 
although not actually provided by 
the local authority, is certified by 
the authority to be similar to the 
houses so provided in accommodation 
and rent. (Para, 74.) 

(iii) Accommodation which the Court is 
satisfied will be available when any 
order for possession becomes effec- 
tive. (Para. 76.) 

(6) In cases where the local authority are 


willing to undertake the provision of new | 


alternative accommodation a certificate from 
the authority undertaking to make this pro- 
vision should be sufficient evidence that 
alternative accommodation will be available. 
(Para. 75.) 

(c) The law should be simplified so as to 
provide that whenever alternative accommo- 
dation is available the landlord shall be en- 
titled to apply for possession, the discretion 
of the Court being retained to consider the 
general reasonableness of the application 
having regard to the circumstances both of 
the landlord and the tenant. (Para, 77.) 

7. Possession for Own Occupation.—The 
benefit of the Prevention of Eviction Act, 
1924, should be extended to owners who have 
bought houses since 1924 and desire posses- 
sion for their own occupation or for the occu- 
pation of their son or daughter, aged over 18. 
The date of this Report should be substituted 


for May 5, 1924. in section I of the Act. - 


(Para. 81.) 

8. Sub-letting by statutory tenants :— 

(i) In case of extortionate charging by a 
statutory tenant the landlord should 
have the right to apply for posses- 
sion ; 

(ii) Statutorv tenants should be required 
to notify landlords if they are sub- 
letting ; 

(iii) In certain cases there should be a 
penalty for extortionate charges to 
sub-tenants. (Para. 95.) 

9. Local Advisory Committees.—Local 
authorities should be empowered to set up 
committees to give information and advice on 
questions arising under the Acts. (Paras. 95 
and 99.) 

10. Rating Provisions.—The provisions in 
regard to rating contained in section 12 (9) 
of the principal Act should be repealed in 
their application to England and Wales, but 
~~ _ their application to Scotland. (Para. 

11. Amendments to. Section 2 of the Act of 
1923.—Certain amendments, mainly conse- 
quential on recommendations 1-3 should be 
ae to section 2 of the Act of 1923. (Para. 
107.) 

12. Registration of Decontrolled Class C 
houses, (Para. 108.) 
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13. Ascertainment of Standard Rent.—In 
cases where evidence for the exact determina- 
tion of the standard rent is lacking, the Court 
should be given a discretion to fix the stan- 
dard rent by reference to the standard rents 
of similar neighbouring houses, (Para. 109.) 

14. Consolidation of Acts.—The Acts 
should be consolidated at the earliest conve- 
nient opportunity. (Para. 110.)

My client was not alto- 
gether satisfied with the second scheme, and 
finally decided he would adopt the drawings 
of the first scheme and cause a reduction to 
the first-named sum by certain variations and 
omissions in the specifications. This bill of 
variations was prepared, which caused the 
lowest tender received to be £2,552. This 
tender was accepted and the work is now 
complete. Expenses, such as _ iravellin 
allowance, have been fixed.

Rubber Flooring on Concrete. 


Sm,—-In a building which has been com- 
pleted two or three years, the corridors are 
covered with sheet rubber. Where the rubber 
is fixed on corridors having a basement under 
it has stood all right, but where the floors 
are solid concrete the rubber has risen up 
end wrinkled in parts and curled up at the 
joints. Will some of your correspondents, 
who have had similar experience, please say 
what they consider the best way of treating 
the floor to secure the rubber again firmly.

ESTIMATING : SOME HINTS AND DATA— VII 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


MASONRY. 


From the point of view of the estimator 
it is not in any way necessary to determine 
the respective claims of the carpenter, the 
bricklayer, and the mason to priority based 
on the age of their respective crafts, but it 
is probably true to say that the solution of 
the constructive problems in masonry pre- 
sented such opportunities for the display of 
originality and genius that therein lay the 
essentials destined to lift the practice of 
architecture to the honourable position it 
occupies to-day. But it does concern us as 
estimators to realise that the necessity for 
very careful measuring and billing of stone- 
work was probably that which brought about 
a full recognition of the value of the quan- 
tity surveyor’s services and thus lightened 
the estimator’s task. 


On the other hand, the comparative sim- 
plicity presented by a straightforward bill 
of quantities which can be detached or copied 
out and sent to the quarries for a price for 
the stone worked ready for fixing has 
brought about a condition of affairs where 
comparatively few of the younger estimators 
can accurately price the mason ’s»billin‘detail. 
This restricts his sphere of operations be- 
cause, should the estimator go into a stone 
district where builders still employ their own 
“‘ banker ’’ hands,.he is at a loss if called 
upon to prepare keenly competitive esti- 
mates. 


There is, however, another reason why the 
young estimator should study again the de- 
tailed costs of mason’s work, and that is that 
there is a growing tendency in some districts 
for the architect to specify that, though the 
stone is to be brought from a distant quarry, 
it is to be worked in the district in which 
at is to be used. Much can be said for this 
policy because in many parts of the country 
it is now very difficult to obtain a journey- 
man mason for a smal] job, and it is un- 
desirable that the skilled craftsman should 
everywhere be completely subordinated to 
the machine. 


Walling. 

In the stone districts masons are divided 
into “wallers” and “banker ” hands, the 
wallers being something quite different from 
what ip the towns are known as fixers. With 
very clumsy-looking tools these men show 
#kill of a very high order in preparing and 
building stone walls having various face 
finishings, described under more or less local 
names which may puzzle the estimator when 
he first comes across them. A good deal of 
the preparatory work was and still is done at 
piecework rates, and where the estimator 
finds himself called upon to price any con- 
siderable amount of work he should make 
diligent local inquiry if keenly desirous of 
obtaining the job. No useful purpose would 
be served by endeavouring to give a set of 
labour constants for this work, because they 
vary between such wide limits that in the 
hands of the inexperienced they would be 
dangerous, and the estimator with training 
and experience obtained in a stone district 
has data of his own. It is, however, per- 
missible to say that in a stone district, up 
to the arriva{ of the fast heavy motor haul- 
age vehicle, scutched or hammer-dressed 
random-coursed  stone-walling sometimes 
compared favourably with faced brickwork 
if the bricks had to come from a distance. 
Even now the architect may at times find 
that this is a matter worth exploring. 
Another point worth remembering is that 
some quarries do a large export trade in 
grindstones, scythe stones, and _ other 
sharpening stones. Where these are manu- 
factured, a great deal of sawing has to be 


done, and the saws run night and day. 
Consequently there is a good deal of stone with 
sawn beds that, if not worked into walling 
stones, would be quarry waste, and this will 
largely influence the price at which work 
can be done, and partially accounts for some 
of the very wide variations in cost as between 
district and district. 


Comparative Workability of Stones. 

With increased traffic facilities materials 
that were at one time comparatively seldom 
met with at any great distance from their 
original sources are now frequently chosen 
for works widely apart. This is particularly 
the case with stone, some architects even 
going so far as to bring a strange stone into 
a district which already possesses an excel- 
lent weathering stone of its own, and when 
this is done to break down a monopolist 
price it is not altogether without justifica- 
tion. A competent estimator must, therefore, 
know something about a great many of the 
various stones, and to help him lists have at 
various times been prepared setting out the 
comparative workability of those most com- 
monly used. Such lists serve a very useful 
purpose, but unless used with considerable 
discretion many prove misleading. Generally 
the cost of working Portland stone is taken 
as a basis, and plus or minus percentages 
are related to the other stones. For instance, 
assuming that the labour cost of working 
a quantity of Portland stone is found to be 
£100, it would be found on using these tables 
that for similar work on Bath the costs 
would vary from £40 to £60, according to 
the beds from which it is quarried. Now 
this is only true within limits, because 
machinery has brought many of the labour 
costs much closer together than formerly. 
To use an analogy, we all knew that to plane 
a piece of oak by hand took much longer 
than a piece of yellow pine, but when they 
are both put over the surface the difference 
in time is but small. Something of the same 
sort has happened in connection with stone, 
but not, of coure, to anything like the same 
extent. To quote another instance in one of 
the best known of these tables, Robin Hood 
stone is said te cost one-and-a-half times as 
much as Portland to work, whereas another 
stone with which I am very familiar is said 
to cost twice as much as Portland; so it 
does at the quarry where there is little 
machinery, but take them both to a well-set- 
up mason’s works, and the cost of working 
the Robin Hood will be the higher. 

The resistance to penetration of the 
various stones is not always a safe guide to 
the true cost of working, even by hand. Some 
stones are, as the mason calls it, “plucky,” 
and require more effort than others which 
are rather harder. Then, again, masons who 
are always working one particular class of 
stone learn something as to its peculiarities, 
and are able to hindle it with greater 
freedom than others who are more con- 
versant with stone of a different texture. In 
the following lists I have endeavoured to 
group some of the better-known stones with 
other less known stones possessing a similar 
degree of workability in the hope that an 
estimator, knowing one of the stones in. any 
group, may have some assistance by knowing 
also that it is thought that the cost 6éf 
hand labour on other stones belonging to the 
group is about the same. That is about as 
far as it is safe to go in dealing with the 
labour constants of masonry. 

The groups are arranged in an ascending 
scale of labour cost, but the stones in each 
group are placed alphabetically without regard 
to the minor differences between stones in 
the same group. I do not claim to be fami- 
liar with every stone mentioned, but I use 


. 


a similar list for my own purposes, and so 
far it has been borne out by experience. 

(a) Bath, Campden Hill, Casterton, Chil- 
mark Soft, Ham Hill, Totternhoe and 
Wardour. 

(6) Ancaster, Beer, Clipsham, Doulting, 
Ketton and Painswick. 

(c) Ackworth, Alderley, Alton, Anston, 
Chilmark Tough, Godstone, Grinshill, Howley 
Park, Park Nook, Portland, Roche Abbey, 
Selfield and Windrush. 

(d) Appleton, Hollington, Honeywell, Pate- 
ley Bridge, Pemberton, Prudhoe and 
Runcorn.

Faults. 

It is important to remember that with 
some stones there is a grave risk of meeting 
with faults after a good deal of work has 
been done, and in some cases this means a 
very heavy loss. Fossils, shells, pebbles, 
clay, coal and blow holes are met with, and 
the estimator has to be acquainted with the 
varieties of stones in which they most fre- 
quently occur, and add a percentage to cover 
the risk ; the amount to be added will to some 
extent depend on the importance of the work 
being tendered for. 


Other Risks and Considerations. 

Where (as it always should be) stone is 
specified to be fixed on its natural bed it is 
necessary to remember that if the area of the 
bed is small in relation to the height, as for 
instance in mullions, the cost will be higher 
and the risk of damage in transit will be 
increased. With some of the fine-grained, 
close-textured hard stones it is not at all 
easy to see that it is frequently not worked 
to set on its natural bed and as a consequence 
this remains undetected until long afterwards. 
It has also to be remembered that a soft 
stone easily worked luses some of the cost 
advantage thus gained by reason of the much 
greater care that must be taken at all stages 
after it leaves the banker. 


Fixing. 

In many districts when the stonework con- 
sists of dressings to walls built of brickwork, 
much of the fixing is done by the bricklayers 
and the paring off is afterwards done by 
masons. Unless the quantity is small I am 
not convinced that this is really economical. 
If the stone comes.on to the job quarry 
worked it is not unusual to find that owing 
to sizes and other particulars having been 
given well in advance, there are discrepancies 
which are better adjusted by a skilled mason. 
The cost of making the required corrections 
which are as a rule only found to be neces- 
sary when the stone has to be set is much 
increased if a mason has to be sent for, and 
the job costs are swelled by any delay. It is 
better therefore to order a percentage of the 
stone in the rough so that at least one full- 
time mason may. be in attendance. Hoisting, 
setting, paring off and protecting seldom 
cost less than two and oftener three shillings 
per foot. cube of stone, fixed where it con- 
sists entirely of worked dressings to brick 
walls, but ashlar facing can be fixed for less. 


Artificial Stone. 


Of late years great strides have been made 
in the manufacture of artificial stone, and so 
closely is the colour and texture of natural 
stone imitated that in small blocks it is 
almost indistinguishable from the real. 
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On close examination, some degree of fine 
crazing is apparent at or some time after 
fixing. I understand that the Building 
Research Station is investigating this subject 
on behalf of the Associated Manufacturers 
interested, and if means are found to correct 
it there is little doubt that artificial stone 
will be even more freely used than at present, 
particularly where it may reasonably be de- 
scribed as ‘‘reconstructed’’ stone. At 
resent it is much better to base estimates 
> it on quotations obtained from the manu- 
facturers, and add for handling and fixing. 
For stones of equal size the fixing costs are 
rather less than with most natural stones, 
particularly when reinforcement is present, 
but it may involve indirect losses by reason 
of delay unless effectual guarantees are 
obtained as to deliveries. Either the initial 
cost or the rate of delivery is bound to be 
affected by the design, and where it is 
obvious that the cost of pattern making is 
very high, so that one box has to serve for 
a number of repeats, the estimator must take 
this into consideration. It sometimes hap- 
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pens that it is cheaper to cut a natural stone 
rather than make a special pattern, but this 
is a dangerous practice as the difference in 
weathering will nearly always show up later 
on. A proud manufacturer once took me on 
to one of his jobs and informed me that out 
of some thousands of pieces three had thus 
been cut from natural stone, and challenged 
me to find them. Knowing exactly what to 
look for I did find them, though not so easily 
as I expected, but with the passing of time 
my friend no longer issues that shathones.

THE NATIONAL AGREEMENT. 


We are informed that the ballot taken by 
the National Federation of Building Trade 
Operatives on a proposed new agreement 
dealing with wages and hours of work in 
the industry has resulted in the rejection of 
the agreement by a large majority. The 
draft was prepared earlier in the year by a 
joint committee of employers and representa- 
tives of the unions, and was accepted by the 
employers’ executives. When the proposals 
were put before the executives of the buiid- 
ing trade unions, however, the representa- 
tives of the operatives decided that, on 
account of sharp differences of opinion and 
of objections raised by the unions of the ur- 
skilled men, the responsibility for acceptance 
or rejection must be transferred to the mem- 
bers. The ascertaining of the views of the 
operatives has occupied four months, and, 
now that the proposals have been turned 
down, the situation is back to where it was 
in January this year. There will be no ijim- 
mediate critical development. Formal notice 
of the outcome of the ballot will be sent to 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, and in due course, it is expected 
a meeting between the two sides will be 
arranged to see if a way out of the difficulty 
created by the adverse decision can be found. 
This will, in all probability, not be before 
tbe end of September, when the present 
National Agreement (which was extended 
from March 31) expires. Meetings between 
the Negotiating Committees of the two 
Federations, with a view to putting forward 
proposals for consideration by the Joint 
Executive Board, are expected to com- 
tnence about the beginning of September. 
Only about 25 per cent. of the operatives 
entitled to vote took part in the ballot. 
‘The agreement had to be approved or re- 
jected as a whole, and the voting of the mem- 
bers was as follows :— 


For the proposal ... 22,626 
Against be: au 49,436 
Majority against 26,810 


As the relations between the operatives and 
employers are friendly, it may be assumed 
that as early as possible steps will be taken 
tu bring the parties together again to con- 
sider the situation as it has been left by the 
result of the ballot of the unions.

CAST CONCRETE PRO- 
DUCTS ASSOCIATION 


The annual meeting of this Association 
was held recently, when over sixty mem- 
bers from all parts of the British Isles 
joined Mr. Harold Anderson, the chairman 
of the Cement Marketing Co., Ltd., on the 
steamer “ Viscountess,” in which a journey 
to the Kent Portland Cement: Works of the 
Associated Portland Cement Manufacturers, 
Ltd., was made. At a luncheon on board, 
Mr. H. W. Jenks, the chairman of the 
C.C.P.A., on behalf of the Association, 
thanked Mr. Anderson and the Cement 
Marketing Company for their hospitality, 
and Mr. Anderson replied in an appropriate 
speech. On disembarking, the members in- 
spected an attractive exhibition of concrete 
products and cast stone. : 

Opening the meeting, the chairman, Mr. 
H. W. Jenks, submitted the Council’s re- 
port, and said the period under review had 
been one of unequalled trade depression. 
That had not, however, reacted so severely 
on the precast concrete products industry, 
since they were able to meet. the demands 
of the building trades and municipal re- 
quirements with the most economical units. 
He drew their attention to the following 
matters :— 

standardisation of Building Materials.— 
The Association was represented at the Con- 
ference called by the British Engineering 
Standards Association to consider the 
standardisation and _ simplification of 
general building commodities, and had given 
its support. 

Concrete Partition Slabs.—The Associa- 
tion had acceded to the request of B.E.S.A. 
to draft a specification for this product and 
obtain. the necessary data on which to base 
the tests. The proposal had originated from 
the R.I.B.A., who felt the necessity, voiced 
at the first annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion, of regulating the quality of this unit. 

Fire Resistance.—Consideration had been 
given to the investigations made‘ by the 
authorities into the fire-resistant qualities 
of building materials, and as far as these 
investigations affected their industry would 
be closely watched. 

Silicosis—The Council had given much 
careful consideration during the year under 
review to the Various Industries (Silicosis) 
Scheme. Whilst no case of silicosis had 
been known to arjse from the manufacture 
of concrete products or cast stone, the coun- 
cil recommended members to take a broad 
view of their possible liability under the 
scheme and obtain the necessary cover. 

Kerbs.—The Committee appointed to. in- 
quire into the question of kerb sections 
with a view to their reduction and simpli- 
fication, had met quarterly and given care- 
ful consideration to modern requirements 
and practice throughout the country. As 
a result of their investigations two types of 
kerb had been evolved, which, it was con- 
sidered, would meet all normal require- 
ments of users, and details of the commit- 
tee’s recommendations had been submitted 
to all members manufacturing this product. 

During the year the Association had cir- 

cularised surveyors calling their attention 
to the Minister of Health’s reply in Parlia- 
ment advocating the use of concrete kerbs. 
It had been definitely ascertained that 349 
Councils were consistent users of this pro- 
duct, and their consumption amounted. to 
hundreds of miles annually. 

The report was unanimously adopted, and 
a discussion followed. The question of co- 
operative advertising was fully discussed, 
and the sub-committee was instructed to 
prepare a scheme for consideration. 

The meeting then proceeded to elect the 
new Council, four additional names being 
nominated. On a ballot being taken the old 
council was re-elected, Mr. D. H. Stent, 
A.M.Inst.C.E., taking the place of Mr. 
G. W. Butchard, who had asked to be re- 
lieved .from_ office. Messrs. Crewdson, 
Youatt and Howard were elected auditors, 
and a vote of thanks to the Chairman ter- 
minated the meeting.
